~cdium blue metalic, ae others. 
-e careful when adding the 
matting agent, or you will end 
un with a flat finish, not the 
semi-gloss; a little foes a 
Tong war. 


to restore a "sagging" convert- 
ible with rotted sice rails, 
the renro .ustang side rails 
can be used but be aware that 
they are difficult to install 
by cven the most expirenced 
bocy man. A car in this bad of 
condition might not justify 
the expenses. Eowever, it can 
be done with co.o0d results and 
a larre supnly of money. 


wince rerro floor nans are not 
available for Falcon converts 

I have found that the floor pans 
from a '62/63 Falcon station 
wagon can be cut out and used 

in a '63 Convertible. ‘Since 
they are wider at the fraine 

edse a lin can be bent for att- 
aching... Very little work is 
needed to install them, and it 
is a much cleaner looking job 
than using scran sheet metal. 
nears are an excellent match for 
ribs, drain holes, ect. Fronts 
are only a fair match.
